e, aſwellin the moderate pꝛeſſing, oꝛ rather in the benigne 
itting of infinite penalties ot vour lawes, as in tender and 
paſſionate relieuing and reſtreining of all common grieuan⸗ 
Band opp:elſions lighting vpon the people ol this land, which 
become (ithence your Maieſties moſt happy dayes, both a poꝛt 
hauen of refuge fo2 diſtreſſed ſtates a kingdoms, and a rocke 
bulwarke of oppoſition againſt the tyꝛannies and ambitious 
empts of mightie and viurping potentates, This with many 
te vnſpeakavle benefits, areſuch as wee cannot but with all 
tie and deuotion lift vp our hearts to God and your Waieſtte 

Tall thankeſgiuing and acknowledgement, and alſo pꝛoſtrate 
caſt do wne ourliues, ſubſtance, and ſeruices, and whatſoe- 
we haue, to be imploped at pour ropall commandement, But 
en we enter into a erious and ſetled conũderation of our pre⸗ 


* ſtanding compared with the e:treme fall and ruine thꝛea⸗ 
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tened vnto vs by the implacable malice and violent attempts of 
our mightie enemies, pzeparing and enterpeiling to make a bloo- 
die conqueſt of this your Maieſties noble Kealme our natiue 
countrey,and vtterly to cxtinguiſh our name and nation, oꝛ tore: 
duce the ſame vnder a miſerable captiuitie and yoke of fozreine 
ſeruitude, wee doe then linde the law ol nature and necellitie no 
leſle trong and fozcible, then the bonde of thankefulnes and 
duetie to make vs thinke all too little that wee can peelde and ol 
fer foꝛ our defence and pꝛeſeruation. And laſtly, when we doe be- 
holde the rare and wonderfull telicitie where with it hath pleaſed 
Almightie God to bleſle from time to time rour Maieſties moſt 
pꝛudent and pꝛouident Counſels, and the executions ol them in 
the bꝛeaking, diſappoynting, and diuerting ol ſo manp hoſtile at⸗ 
tempts which haue beene (till intended and offered againſt this 
Realme : And when wee doe fall into the particular examiation 
howe infinitelp your Mateſties pꝛoper treaſures haue beene ex⸗ 
hauſted, ſince we had anpoppozturitie tn this ſoꝛte to peelde pour 
Maieſtie anp actuall demonſtration of our zeales and dueties, 
not onelp by pour Maieſties maintenance of extraoꝛdinarie ar- 
mies in Ireland, to ſuppꝛeſſe that vnnaturall rebellion fedde by 
the king of Spaine, a by continuance of aſſiſtance to the French 
king and the Low countries, but alſo by ſetting ſoozth both roy⸗ 
ally and pꝛouidentlyat ſund2y times pour Maieſties Nauie and 
ar mie to the Seas, even inthe times when all things were at 
higheſt pꝛices, by which your Maieſties ropall care and charge 
all ſuch miſeries as are inſeparable from all foꝛreine inuaſions, 
haue bene deferred and diuerted from vs pour louing Subiects, 
and with no ſmall terrour and confuſton reuerberated on their 
owne neckes : whileſt wee at home haue enioped all peace and 
tranquillitie: Ind when wee make further obſeruation by that 
light which pour molt excellent Maieſtie in a moſt gracious 
truſt and confidence hath vouchſafed to giuevs, by letting vs not 
onely know howe karre on ward their moſt dangerous attempts 
againſt this kingdome had pꝛoceeded, But alſo hath imparied 
vnto vs, what to the vtt*rmoſt of all his power and meanes 15 
dayly laboured and contriued with all the Princes oz States, 
whom hee can infeſt againſt this kingdome vpon falſe ſuggeſti- 
ons, therebytheeaf..r to contriue our onelp ruine and deſtructi⸗ 
on: we doe confeſſ: (moſt gracious Soueraigne) that all theſe 
naturall and necſſarie conſiderations being duely wayed, haue 
deepely impꝛinted in our heartes both our owne imminent peril, 
pour Maieſties infinite care and loue towardes vs (foz whome 
nothingof your owne hath beene todeare) and made vs knowe 
and feele that no common oꝛ oꝛdinarie remedies can be pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
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chiekes, but that it is high time foꝛ vs to reſolue that with all er⸗ 
pedition poſſible this Realme muſt be thꝛoughly pꝛouided of all

whereof, ſeeing ſo ſmall likelyhoode doeth appeare of any helpe 
from koꝛreine States 02 Pzinces, but that the burthen of the 
warres, (beſides the aſſiſting ol others) is like to be thꝛowen ſtil 
on pour Mateſtte : Wee doe beſeech your Maieſtie (as a pledge 
ol our internall zeales and dueties to be further manifeſted here- 
after by the hazard of our liues and foztunes at all times foz 
your Maieſties ſeruice) to vouchſate at this pꝛeſent the gracious 
acceptacton of theſe Subſidies and Fifteenes, pꝛoceeding from 
moſt cheeretull and willing hearts, Ind becauſe theſe our do« 
ings hall remaine in perpetuall Recoꝛd to the vie we of all poſte- 
rities hereatfter, we doe moſt humbly beſeech pour moſt excellent 
Maieltte, that with pour gracious fauour we may teftifie and 
erpzeſſe that our intention is, that this which wee haue no we 
done vpon ſo extraoꝛdinarie and vrgent neceſſitie to ſo good and 
gratious a Pꝛinceſſe, be not dꝛawen a pꝛeũdent fo2 the times to 
come, vnleſſe it be vpon like vrgent occaſion , Ind therefoze we 
doe with ail duetie and humble affections that heart can con- 
ceiue, 02 tongue can vtter, pꝛeſent to your ſacred Maieſtie thꝛee 
entire Sublidies and (ike fifteenes and Tenthes towarde pour 
highneſſe great charges fo2 our defence. And we doe moſt hum- 
bly beſeech your Maieſtie, that it maybe enacted by the authoꝛi⸗ 
tie of this pzeſent Parliament, in maner and koꝛme following,

— as of goods, chattels, debts, and other things chargeabls 
the lame cte, without any concealement,loue,fauour,affec- 
tion, dꝛead, oꝛ malice, vpon paine of tozfeiture of fire pounds o⸗ 
moꝛe, to be tared, extracted, and leuied, in fozme as hereafter in 
this pꝛeſent Acte ſhall be limitted oꝛ appointed: And thereupon, 
theſayd Commiſſioners ſhall openly there reade o2cauſe to be 
read vntothem the ſapd rates in this Act mentioned, and open⸗ 
ly declare the effect oftheir charge vnto them, in what manner 
and fozme they ought and ſhould make their certificate , acco!- 
ding to the rates and ſummes thereof aboueſayd,andofallma- 
nerperſons, aſwell of Aliens and Strangers, Dentzens0z not 
Denizens inhabiting within this realme,as of ſuch perſons as 
be bozne vnder the Queenes obeiſance,chargeable to this Acte, 
and ol the poſſeſſions, goods and chattels of fraternities,guilds, 
coꝛpoꝛations, bꝛotherhoods. myſteries, comminalties, andother 
as is aboueſayd, and of perſons being in the partes beyond the 
Seas, hauing goods and chattels, lands oz tene ments within 
this Realme, as is afoꝛeſapd, and of all goods being in the culto⸗ 
die ol any perſon oz perſons, to the vſe ofany other, as is aboue⸗ 
ſayd, by the which inkoꝛmation and chewing, the layd perſons 
ſhould haue ſuch plaine knowledge ofthe true intent ol this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Acte, and ol the maner of their certiſcate, that the ſame per⸗ 
ſons ſhall haue no reaſonable cauſe to excuſe them by ignozance, 
and after ſuch charge, and the Statute of the ſayd Dubſidies, 
and the maner ofthe ſayd certificate tobe made in warting, con⸗ 
teining the names and ſurnames ofeuery perſon, and 
he be bome without the Queenes obeiſance oz within, and the 
beſt value ofeueryperſon in euery degree aſwelof the yerelyva- 
lue oflands and tenements, and of ſuch like poſſeſſtons and p20 
fits,as of the value ol goods andchattels,debts,and euery thing 
to their certificate requiſite and neceſſary, to them declared, the 
ſayd Commiſſioners there being, ſhall by their diſcretions ap 
point and limit vnto the ſayd perſons another day and place to 
appeare befoze the ſayd Commiſſioners, and charging the ſarde 
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perſons that they in the meane time ſhal mate diligent inquirie 
by all wayes and meanes ol the pꝛemiſſes, and then and there e- 
uery of them vpon paine of fozteiture of foztie ſhillings to the 
Queenes Maieſtie, to appeare at the ſaid new pzcfired day and 
place, there to certiue vnto the ſayd Commiſlioners in waiting 
accozding to their ſayd charge, and accoꝛding to the true intent 
ofthe ſaid graunt of Subſidies,and as to them in maner afo2e- 
ſaydhath beene declared and ſhe wed by the Commiſſioners, at 
which day and place ſo to them pꝛelixed, if any ol the ſaid perſons 
make dekault, oꝛ appeare, and refuſe to make the ſapd certificate, 
that then euery of them ſo offending to fozfeit to the Queenes 
Maieſtie foztyſhillings,ercept ther be a reaſonable excuſe ot his 
default, by reaſon of ſickeneſſe 02 otherwiſe, by the othes ol two 
credible perſons there witneſſed, and of ſuch as appeare ready to 
make certificate as is afoꝛeſapd, the ſayd Commiſſioners there 
being, Wall take and receiue the ſame certificate andeuerppart 
thereol and the names, values, and ſubſtance ot euery perſon ſo 
certified, Ind ik the ſayd Commillioners ſee cauſe reaſonable, 
they ſhal examine the ſaid pꝛeſenters therof,and thereupon the 
ſayd Commiſſioners at the ſaid dapes and place, by their agree⸗ 
ment amonalt themſelues, ſhall from time totime there openly 
pefire a dap at a certaine place oz places, within the limits of 


their commiſſion by their diſcretion,fo2 their further pꝛoceeding 


to the ſayd afſeſſing of the ſame Dubſidies,and therupon at the 
ſaydday of the ſayd certificate , as is atoꝛeſaid, taken, the ſame 
Commiſſioners ſhall make their pꝛecept oꝛ pꝛecepts to the Con;

lame Com miſſioners ſhall be of, compiling and conteyning in 


the laid pꝛecepts the names and ſurnames ot all perſons pꝛeſen⸗ 
ted befoꝛe them in the ſaid certificate, of whom the ſayde Com⸗ 


| miſſioners, oꝛ as many ot them as ſhall be thereunto appointed 


bythe Queenes cõmiſſion, ſhall then haue vehement ſuſpect to 
be ol moꝛe greater value oꝛ ſubſtance in lands, goods, chattels, 
o ſummes of money owing to them, oꝛ other ſubſtance befoze- 
ſayd, then vpon ſuch perſon oz perſons ſocertifiedandſpecified, 
as afozeſayd, the ſame Commillioners ſhall make their pꝛecept 
er pꝛecepts directed tothe Conſtable,Bailifs,oz other Officers, 
commaunding the ſame Conſtable, Bailits oꝛ other Officers to 
whom ſuch pꝛecepts ſhall be directed, to warne ſuch perſons 
whoſe names ſhall be cõpꝛiſed in the ſayd pꝛecepts at their man- 
ſions, oꝛ to their perſons, that the ſame perſons named in ſuch 
precepts, and euery of them, ſhall perſonally appeare tefoze the

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to be examined by all wayes and meanes(other then bycoꝛpoꝛal 
othe) by the ſaid Commilltoners of their greateſt ſubſtance and 
belt value, and of all # euery ſummes ot money owing tothem 
tother whatſoeuer matter concerning the pꝛemiſſes, oꝛ anyof 
them accoꝛding to this Act: At which day a place ſo pꝛeũxed, the 
ſaid Commiſſioners then and there being, oꝛ as many of them 
as ſhall be thezeunto appointed by the Queenes Commiſſion, 
ſhal cauſe to becalled the ſaid perſons whoſe names ſhal be com- 
pꝛized in the ſaid pꝛecept, as is atozeſaid, foꝛ their examination. 
And ik any ofthoſe perſons which ſhalbe warned, as is afozeſaid, 
to be examined, which at any time after the warning, a befoze 
the pꝛelixed day, ſhall be within ſuch place where he may haue

them ſo making default, tobe taxed a charged to the Queenes 
Maieſtie, with a at the double ſumme ofthe rate that he ſhould 
oꝛ ought to haue bene ſet at,fo2 a after the beſt value of his lads 
oꝛ ſubſtance vpon himcertified,ifhe had appeared, by the dilcre- 
tion ot tie Commiſſioners there being, which Commiſſioners 
ſhall trauaile with euery ok the other perlons ſo then and there 
appearing, whoſe names ſhall be expꝛeſſed in the ſaid pꝛecept oꝛ 
pꝛecepts, a in whom any vehement ſuſpect was, oz ſhallbe had 
in fozme afozeſaid by all allſuch wapes and meanes as they can 
(other then by coꝛpoꝛall othe ) fo2 the better knowledge of their 
belt value, either in hereditamẽts oz poſſeſſions, oꝛ els in goods 
oꝛ debts, a therupon ſhall haue power and authoꝛttie by vertue 
of this Acte , accoꝛding to their diſcretions, to enlarge anden- 
creaſe the taxation of ſuch perſons as they dall ſo finde by due 
examination, to be of greater value oz ſubſtance in landes o: 
goods then they were pꝛeſented at. And that euery Spirituall 
perſon at eueryof the ſaid tarations of the ſaid thzee Subſidies, 
ſhall be rated 3 ſet accoꝛding to the rate aboueſaid, of a fozeuery 
pound that the ſame Spirituall perſon, oꝛ any other to his ble, 
hath by diſcent, bargaine, oꝛ purchaſe, in Fee ſimple, Fee taile, 
terme of life, terme of yeeres, byerecution, by wardlhip, 02 be 
copie of Court Noll, in any Mannoꝛs, lands, tenements,rents, 
ſeruices, offices, ſees, coꝛrodieg, oꝛ hereditaments after the true, 
iuſt a yeerely value therol, and accoꝛding as other the Queenes 
Maieſties Subiects bozne within this Realme, be charged in 
fozme aboue remembꝛed, ſo that it extend to the yeerely value 
twentie ſhillings oꝛ aboue. g 

And it is turther enacted, that if the ſaid Caxoꝛs 02 *

was of any better 02 greater value in landes, goods, - — 
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hall not duly behaue themſelues in their inauirie, taxation, al 
ſeſſemEt oꝛ Certiticate, but ſhal affectionately, cozruptly, oz par- 
tially demeane themſelues in that behalfe:tn ſuch wiſe,that the 
Commiſlioners ſhall by thetr conſiderations deeme them offen- 
ders wozthy of puniſhment , foz not doing their duties therein, 
that then foure 02 moze of the Commiſſioners in that Countie 
fo: the ſame Subſidie, ſhall haue power and authoꝛitie by their 
diſcretions, either to charge the ſaid Alleſſours vpon their coz- 
poꝛall othes, foꝛ the better ſeruice aſoꝛeſaid in that behalte, oz 
elſe by their diſcretions, to tare and ſet vpon euery of the ſaide 
alſeſſours foꝛ their miſdemeanoꝛs in that behalfe, ſuch a fine oz 
paine as they ſhall thinke good, ſothat it exceede not the ſumme 
often pounds, and the ſame fine oꝛ paine at their diſcretions to 
Eſtreate into the court of Exchequer. Euerp which fine ſo tar⸗ 
d and ſet, by foure of the ſayd commiſſioners oꝛ moze, and be⸗ 
ingeſtreated with the ſchedule and bookes of that limite, (hall 
be leuied and anſwered to the Queenes vſe in line manner and 
ſoꝛme to all intents and purpoſes, as any other ſummes that 
be taxed and become due by vertue of this Statute and Acte 
ofSuolidie, and not in any other wiſe oꝛ manner. 

And if any perſon certifiedo2 rated by vertue ofthis Act, whe⸗ 
ther he be a commiſſioner oz other, to any manner of value, doth 
inde himſelfe grieued with the ſame pzeſentment, ſeſſing oꝛ ra- 
ting, and thereupon complaine to the Commiſſioners befoze 
whom he ſhall be called, ſeſſed oꝛ tared, oꝛ befoze twoof them, 
befoze the ſame taration be certified into the Court of Exche- 
quer, that the ſaide Commiſſioners, oꝛ two of them, ſhall by 
all wayes and meanes examine particularly and diſtinctly the 
perſon ſo complaining, vpon his othe. and other his neighbours 
bythetr diſcretions, of euerp his landes and tenements aboue 
ſpecified, and of eueryhis goods, chattels a debts aboue mentio⸗ 
ned, Ind after due examination and perfect knowledge thereof 
had and perceiued bythe ſaid Commilſioners, 02 two of them, 
whichthall haue power by authoꝛitie afozeſaid, the ſayd Com⸗ 


miſſioners oꝛ two of them to whom any ſuch complaint ſhall be 


made by their diſcretion, vpon the oth of the ſayd perſon ſo com⸗ 
plaining,may abate,defalse,increaſeo2inlarge the ſame alleſle- 
ments accoꝛding as it ſhal appeare vnto them iuſt vpo the ſame 
tramination, and the ſame ſumme ſo abated dekalked, increaled 
genlarged ſhalbe by them eſtreated in fozme as hereafter enſu⸗ 
eth. And if it bee pꝛooued by witneſles oꝛ by the parties owne 
confeſſion,o2 otherlawfull wayes oꝛ meanes, within a peere at 
ter any ſuch othe made, that the ſame perſon ſo rated #\wozne, 
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things aboue ſpecified, at the time of his ſayde othe, then the 
ſame perſon ſo ſwoꝛne did declare vpon his ſayd othe, that then 
euerp ſuch perſon ſo offending, ſhall looſe and fozteit to the 
Queenes Mateſtie, ſo much la wkull money of England, as he 
the ſame perſon ſo ſwoꝛne was ſet at oꝛ taxed topay. 

And alſo it is enacted by the ſame authoꝛitie, that euerp perſon 
to be rated and tared as is afozeſatd , ſhall be rated and ſet, and 
theſummeon him let, to be leuted at ſuch place, where he g his 
family were reſident koꝛ the molt part ol the pere next befoze the 
ſame pꝛeſentment a taxation made, and no where elſe. And that 
no Commiſſioner foꝛ this Dublidie ſhall be rated oꝛ taredfozhis 
goods oꝛ lands, but in the Shire oz other place where he ſhall be 
Commiſſioner. And that if any perſon chargeable to this Act, at 
the time of the ſame alleſſing, happen to be out of this Realme,z 
out of ales, oꝛ farre from the place where he ſhall be knowne; 
then he tobe let, where he was laſt abiding in this Realme oz 
within wales, and after the ſubſtance, value #other pzofitsof 
euery perſon, to beknowne by the examination, certificate 020- 
ther maner of wiſe as is aloꝛeſaid. Ind that the ſaid Commiſſi- 
oners, oꝛ as manyofthem as ſhal be appointed by the Queenes 
Maieſttes Commiſſion oꝛ Com miſſioners, ſhall after the rate a 
rates afozeſaid, cauſe euery perſon ſo to be ſct, rated a taxed ac 
coꝛding to the rate of the ſubſtance a value of his lands, goods, 
chattels, a other pzofits chargeable by this Acte, whereby the 
greateſt oꝛ moſt beſt ſumme oz ſummes accoꝛding to his mol 
ſubltance,by reaſonofthis Acte, might oz may be let o2 taxed. 

Ind that euerp perſon tared in any Countie oz place other 
then where he and his kamilie were reũant foꝛ the molt part of 
the yeare then next befoze, oz in any Countie oz place, other 
then where he is a Commiſſioner koꝛ the Subſidte , if hee be a 
Commilſſtoner, vpon certificate made to the ſaid Courtof Ex- 
chequer , vnder the hand and Seales of two Commiſſioners 
fo: the (ame Subſidie, in the ſame Countie oꝛ place where ſuch 
perſon and his familie were reſiant fo2 the moſt part of the 
peare then next befoze , oꝛ where he ts a Commiſſioner foz the 
taration and payment of the ſame Subſidie, teſtifying ſuch 
his moſt reſtancie, hauing ot᷑ familie, oz beinga Comm r, 
ſhall be a ſufficient diſcharge ſoꝛ the taxation of that perſon in 
all other places, and ot and foꝛ all other ſummes of money vp⸗ 
pon ſuch perſons ſo ſet and tared, laue onely the taxation made 
in that Countie 02 place from which ſuch certificate ſhall bee 
made, as ts afozeſatd, and foz the ſumme of money vpon ſuch 
perſons there aſſeſſed oꝛ taxed. nd that ſuch certificate ſhallbe 
any Pleaoz other circumſtance, ſhall be aſufficient warrant —

And that it be oꝛdained and enacted by the ſayd authoꝛity ol 
this pꝛeſent Parliament, that no perſon hauing two manſions

02 waiting ſeruant to the Queenes Maieſtie, oz other Loꝛd, oꝛ 
Lady, Maſter oz Mittreſſe, bee excuſed vpon his ſaying, from 
the taxes of the ſayd Dubſidies , in neither of the places where 
he map be ſet oꝛ taxed, vnleſſe hee bzinga certificate in wꝛiting 
fromthe Commiſſioners where that he is ſo ſet oz taxed indeed 
at one place.

per ol the great Seale, and Loꝛd Creaſurer oꝛ one of hems — 
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gether m other ſuch perſons as thereunto ſhallbe named, as

And be it further enacted by the authozitie afozeſayd,that af- 
ter the taxes and aſſeſſes of the ſayd ſummes vpon a by the ſayd 
aſſeſſing a certificate as is afoꝛeſaid made, the ſapde Commiſſio⸗ 
ners oꝛ as many ot them.as ſhall bee thereunto appointed, and 
haue authozitie by the Queenes Maieſties Commiſſion , ſhall 
with all ſpeede, and without delay by their wziting, eſtreate the 
ſayd taxes thereof, vnder the ſeales a ſignes manuel of the ſayd 
tommiſſioners, oꝛ as many ot them as ſhall be appointed at the 
leaſt. And the ſame ſhalldeliuer vnto ſuffictent and ſubſtanciall 
inhabitants, Conſtables, Subconſtables, Bailifes@ other of- 
ficers ioyntiy of Dundzeds, Townes, Pariſbes, and other pla- 
tes aſoꝛeſaid within their limits. and to other ſufficient perſons 
inhabitants of the ſame,only by the diſcretion ofthe ſayd Com- 
millioners, with the aſlent of the high Collectoꝛ, a as the place 
and parties ſhall require, aſwell the particular names and ſur- 
names, as the remembzance of all the ſummes ot monep tared 
and ſet, of and vpon euer y perſon al wel man as woman charge- 
able to this Act, houſholders and all other inhabitants a dwel⸗ 
krs within the ſayd Pariſhes, Townes and 2 — 
une to this Act of Subſidies. By authoꝛity of which wꝛiting 
aud eſtreat ſo deliuered, the ſaid oflicers and other perſons ſo na⸗ 
med and deputed, ſeuerally ſhall haue full power and authozity 
bybertue ofthis Act, tmmediatly after the deliyery ofthe ſayde 
wiiting oꝛ eſtreate, to demand, leuie, and gather ol euery perſon 
therin ſpecified, the ſumme and ſlummes in the ſame wꝛiting oz 
ereate compꝛiſed: And foꝛ non paiment thereot, to diſtreine the 
lame perſon oz perſons ſo being behind ol their goods and chat⸗ 
tels, and the diſtreſle ſo taken to keep by the ſpace ol eight daies, 
it the coſks and charges ol the owner thereof. And ikthe ſaid ow⸗ 


er do not pay ſuch ſumme ol money as ſhall be taxed by autho- 


tity ol this act within p ſame eight daies, then the ſame diſtreſle 
tobe appꝛaiſed by toute oꝛ thzee oz two of the inhabitats where 
ſuch diſtreſſe is taken, and alſo then to be ſold bythe Conſtable 
0other Collectoz foz the payment ofthe ſayd money, and the

Ate, oꝛ commit any wilfull omiſſion oz other whatſoeuer wil- 


| tulldoingo2 miſdoing contrary tothe tenoꝛ ofthis Act oꝛ grant: 
Cheſame Commiſlioners and euery numberofthemabouere- 


membꝛed, oꝛ two ofthem at the leaſt,vpon pꝛobable knowledge 
ofany ſuch mildemeanoꝛs had by inſoꝛ mation oꝛ examination, 
hall and mayſet vpon euery ſuch offender foz euery ſuch offence 
inthe name ofa fine. by the ſame ollender to be fozfaited, fourty 
hillings oꝛ vnder, by diſcretion ol the ſame Commiſſioners: 
Ind further the ſame Commiſſioners and euerp number of 


them, oꝛ two olthem at the leaſt, all haue authozitie by this 


ſeſent Acte, to puniſheuery ſuch oltender by tmpziſonment, 
there to remaine, and to be deliuered by their diſcretion, as ſhall 
eme to them conuenient , the ſaid fines it any ſuch be, to be cer⸗ 


| tified by the ſayd Commiſſioners that lo aſſeſſed the lame, into 


the Queenes Maieſties ſayd Exchequer, there to be leuied and 


| pated by the Collectoꝛs of that part ſoꝛ the fayd Subſidies re- 
| kurnedinto the ſayd Exchequer , to be therewith charged = 
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the payment of the ſayd Subſidies, in ſuch maner as if the ſaid 
lines had bene ſet and tared vpon the ſayd offenders fozthe layd 
Subſidies, | 

And it is alſo enactedby the ſayd authozitte of this pꝛeſent 
Parliament, that euery of the ſapd high Collectozs, which 
ſhall accompt foz any part of the ſaydDubſidies in the ſayd Ex- 
chequer vpon their ſeuerall accompts to be peelded, ſhall be 
allowed at euery of the ſayd payments of the ſayde Subſidies, 
fo: euery pound limited to his collection, whereof any ſuch 
Collectoz ſhall be charged and yeelde account, ſire pence, as 
parcell ot their charge, that is toſay, of euery pound thereof, 
fo: ſuch perſons as then haue had the particular Collection of 
the Townes and other places as is afozeſayde, ſpecified in his 
Collection, two pence, and other two pence of euery pounde 
thereof, euery of the ſapd chiefe Collectoꝛs oz their Accomp⸗ 
tants to retayne to their owne vſe, łoꝛ their labour and cha 
in and about the pꝛemiſſes, and two pence of euery pound reſt- 
due, to be delivered, allowed and payde, by the ſayde Collec- 
toꝛ ſo being thereof allowed, toſuch of the Commiſſioners as 
ſhall take vpon them the bulineſſe and labour foz and about 
the pzemilles : That is to ſap, Euery Collectoz to pay that Com- 
miſlioner 02 Commiſſioners which had the oꝛdering of the 
wꝛitings of and fo2 euery of the ſayde Dubſidtes , where the 
ſayd Collectoz oz Collectoꝛs had their collection, foz the expen- 
ces fo! the ſayd Commiſſioners, ſo taking vpon them the ſayde 
buſineſle and labour of their Clearkes wꝛiting the ſaid precepts 
and extracts of the faydcollecttons, the ſame laſt two pence of 
euerp pound to be diuided amonaſt the :axV-Commilſſioners,ha- 
uing regard to their labour a buſineſſe taken by them and their 
ſayd Clearkes, in and about the pꝛemiſſes, foz which part, ſoto 
the ſayd Commiſſioners apperteining, the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
ſire,fite,foure, thꝛee, oꝛ two, oꝛ as many of them as ſhalbe ther- 
unto appointed by the Queenes Mateſties Commiſſion, and e⸗ 
uery of them, topntly and ſeuerally, foz his and their ſayd part, 
map haue his remedy againſt the ſapd Collectoz 02 Collectozs, 
which thereof beene oꝛ might haue beene allowed, by action ol 
debt, in which thedefendant ſhall not wage his Law, neither 
pꝛotection, neither iniunction oꝛ eſſoine ſhalbe allowed. 

Ind that no perſon nowe being of the number of the 
company of this pꝛeſent Parliament, noꝛ any Commiſſio- 
ner ſhall be named o2 aſſigned to be any Collectour , 02 Sub- 
collectour 02 Pꝛeſentour ot the ſaide Subſidies, oꝛ any part 
thereof, noꝛ any Commiſſioners ſhall bee compeiled to make 


any pzeſentment- oz certificate other then into the Queenes 
| Maicſties 
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aieſtis ſayd Ecchequer, of, fo2 oꝛ concerning the ſayd Sub⸗ 
ſidies,02 any parte 02 parcefl thereof, And likewiſe that no o⸗ 
ther perſon that ſhall bee named and affignedtobe Commiſſio- 
ners in any place, to and foz the execution ofthis Act of Dubſi- 
dies, be oꝛ ſhall be —— oꝛ named head Collectoꝛ of any ofthe 
paiments of the ſayd Dublidies, neither of any part thereof, 
And that euery ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons which thalf be named 
and appoynted as is atozeſayde , to bee head Collectozs of and 
fo: the payment of the ſayd firſt Dublidie , oꝛ of any part there⸗ 
of, ſhall not be compelled to bee Collectour foz the ſayd ſecond

And the ſayde Collectoꝛs 
ich ſhall be aſſigned fo2 the collection ot the ſayd three Sub⸗ 
ſidies, 02 foꝛ any part thereot and eueryofthem, be and ſhall 
beacquited and diſcharged ofall maner Fees, Kewardes and 
ofeuery other charges in the Queenes Maieſties Erchequer , 
0:elſewhere , ol them oꝛ any ol them, by reaſonof that collec- 
tion, payment 02 accounts, 02 any thing concerning the lame 
tobe aſked, And that ifanyperſon, recetue oꝛ take any Fees , 
Rewards oꝛ pleaſures, of any'ſuch accomptant , oz bſe any 
bnnecefſary delay in their account, that then he ſhall fozfaite 
tothe Queenes Maieſtie fo: euery peny oz value of euery penie 
02peny woozth ſo taken , flue ſhillings, and fiue pounds to the 
party grieued, foꝛ euery ſuch delay, and ſuffer impziſonment 
atthe Queenes Maieſties pleaſure. And alter euery taring 
and aſſeſſing of the ſayd ſeuerall Subſidies (as is afozeſayd) had 
made, and the ſayd extracts thereof in Parchment,vnto the 
Collectoꝛ in maner and fo2me befoze rehearſed, deliuered: The 
ſayde Commiſſioners which ſhalltake bpon them the execution 
ofthis Acte within the limites ol their Commiſſion , by their a- 
greements chall haue meetings together, At which meetings 
euery ol the layd Commiſſioners, which then ſhall haue taken 
bpon them the erecution of any parte of the ſayd Commiſſion, 
hall by ſelfe oꝛ his ſufficient Deputie, truely certifle and 
bung foozth vnto the ſayd Commiſloners named in the ſayde 


, Commiſſion, the certificate and pꝛeſentment made befoze him, 


andſuch other Commiſſioners as were limited with him in one 
limite, lo that the ſame certificate may bee accounted and caſt 
with the other Certificates ol the other limites within the ſame 
commiſſion, and then the ſaid Commillioners and euer y _ 
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ber of them,vnto two at the leaſt as is aloꝛeſapd, it any be in liſe, 
oꝛ their Executozs0z Adminiltratozs of their goods, il they then 
be dead, ſhall ioyntiy and ſeuexally as they were diuided within 
their limites, vnder their ſeales, by their diſcretion make one 
oz ſeuerall wꝛitings Jndented, containing in it, as well the 
names ofthe ſayd Collectoꝛs by the Commiſlioners, fo ſuch col 
lection and accounts in the Exchequer, and payment in the 
ſame receipt, deputed and aſſigned, as the groſſe and ſeuerall 
ſummes, wzitten vnto eueryſuch Collectozs to receiue the ſaid 
Subſidies, and alſo all ines, amerciaments, and other fozfei- 
tures, if anyſuch by reaſon ofthis Acte happen tobe within the 
precinct and limite ofthetr Commiſſion , to be certified into the 
Nueenes Maieſties ſayd Erchequer, by the ſapd Commiſſo⸗ 
ners.

ſeueralllimits of their Commiſſion , as the places there ſhall 
require tobe ſeuered and diuided, and as to the ſame Commilſio⸗ 
ners ſhall ſeeme good to make diuiſions of their limits 02 Col- 
lections, foz the ſeuerall gof the ſame Collectoꝛs, ſo that 
alway one Coilectour ſhall cyarged and account fozhis part 
to him to be limitted onelp by himſelſe, and not fo: any ſumme 
iimitted to the part of any of hisfellowes: And the charges ol 
euerp of the Collectoꝛs to bee ſet and certified ſeuerally vpon 
them, Andeueryſuch Collectour vpon his account and pay- 
ment ofthe ſumme ol money limitted within his collection, to 
be ſeuerally by himſelfe acquited and diſcharged in the ſayd Cr- 
chequer, without paying any manner Fees0z rewards to an :

Collectoz: And it any Commiſſioner after he hath taken certi⸗ 
ficate of them, that as is afozeſayd ſhall be befoze any ſuch 
Commiſſionerseramined,and the ſummes rated and ſet, and 
the bookes and wzitings thereof being in his hands, oz if any 
Collectour 02 other perſon charged with any receipt of any —

ry in any wiſe notwithſtanding. 

Pꝛouided alſo, and be it further enacted, that the ſapd grant 
of Sublidies oꝛ anything therein conteined, do not in any wiſe
